committee, expressed a strong desire to keep the makeup 
of the Personnel Board as is, without having representa- 
tion from town employees or other boards so as to avoid 
conflicts of interest. 

"There's a great deal of confusion ... we've been 
quite frustrated with the way things have been conducted 
for the past year and a half/ 7 said Deborah C. Clark, who 
was present at the meeting.

five percent (cut)/ 7 Mr. Laboa said. "Our budget last year 
was $14,000. When we built the Dexter Lane (Park), it was 
known our budget would have to be increased to main- 
tain that property. We asked for $18,000 this year instead 
of $14,000. (The Finance Committee) recommended level- 
funding, then the five percent cut came. We were initially 
intending on putting a capital item on the warrant to 
construct a building on Dexter Lane, which we sorely 
need. I guess our problem is, we have maintenance issues 
which are growing every year. Whether the budget is 
tight or not, we have facilities to maintain. We've got 
every field being used right now/ 7 

Mr. Laboa said there's probably about $47,000 left 
in the Dexter Lane account, and he was hoping to tap into 
available funds for the Mary's Pond Beach project which 
remains on hold pending "environmental approval." 

"They plan to do the (Mary's Pond) Beach this 
summer, and (replant) the grass in the fall," Chairman 
Ryan said. "I just don't understand when the FinCom sent 
out the letter looking for capital items, why the Park 
Commission didn't at least put something in there saying 
they'd like (a new building)? If there's money there and 
they have to make decisions, at least you've given it a shot 
and you've tried to get some money. The building itself is 
a capital expense — it's a one-time expenditure." 

Mr. Laboa said the 30-foot by 30-foot structure 
would be used to store equipment, keep files and records, 
and serve as a concession stand for games. The cost is 
estimated between $85,000 to $90,000, but there are

money spent for the land takings. The Federal Government and 
the Commonwealth will take care of the rest. Although there are 
a number of other costs the town will be held accountable for, I 
will only speak about the land takings. The figure of $200,000 
has been calculated for the combined four phases. This number 
is based on professional appraisals done on behalf of the town, 
but the numbers simply do not have grounds in reality. The 
payments being offered to the abutting landowners as a result of 
those appraisals amount to just about $10,000 per acre. My tax 
bill indicates my dirt is worth more than that: check yours. 

Can you really buy land in Mattapoisett for $10,000 per 
acre? I think not, and neither will any judge! Each landowner 
has the right to challenge the amount being offered to it by 
taking the town to court or arbitration. Any settlements or 
judgments rendered against the town must be paid by 
Mattapoisett taxpayers, no Federal money for those. All lawyer 
fees to fight each case must be paid by Mattapoisett taxpayers, 
no money from the government for those. Town Counsel 
assured everyone at the May 7 meeting that there was little 
chance of any lawsuits being filed or bearing fruit for the 
abutters. Didn't he say the same thing about Paul Lopes? Wasn't 
he involved in the decision to do the Press Release that the 
Attorney General is now investigating?

With over 75 abutting properties, it would not take 
long for the towns "share" to reach mini Big-Dig levels. If each 
owner gets awarded a paltry $10,000 from arbitration, a small 
figure in today's world, suddenly the taxpayers will be bur- 
dened with a bill of nearly Three-Quarters of a Million Dollars! In 
fact, the YMCA, equipped with its influence, better attorneys, 
and plenty of time could easily be awarded $750,000 alone.

Then we had a question from Jim Hubbard which was 
never competently answered: what happened to the water line 
that was part of the article dealing with the proposed Bike Path 
at Town Meeting? It vanished. Some persons voted for the article 
because of the water line contingency attached to it. What if the 
article only had the Bike Path? Would it have passed? Mr. 
Hubbard was told to consult the Water Commissioners for his 
answer. 

Debbie Denham said information distributed about the 
original Town Meeting proposal said the easement being sought 
was for the Water Department and had nothing to do with the 
Bike Path. Again, there was the question of the public being 
misled. 

Some questioned Mr. Kelleher's figure of a one-time 
$62 cost for a $200,000 home assessment on the tax bill. Phase 
Four has not been figured in its totality. Also, Gary Cunningham 
said every abutter he contacted indicated that he / she would 
contest the land taking involved. 

Selectman Ray Andrews said the town would not move 
ahead with Phase One until the other phases have been settled. 
He added that Phase One would not start until negotiations 
with the YMCA were completed. 

A resident said that he felt no one in attendance could 
provide the bottom line and unless someone could, he was 
concerned. Another asked: "Do we have the final cost?" 

YMCA spokesman Gary Schuyler said he has received 
many negative letters concerning a proposed path (for bikes) 
through the marsh on the property, an issue that another person 
brought up as imposing environmental problems. 

Skeptics brought out the $62 (one-time assessment) 
noted by Mr. Kelleher, noting that they felt more costs would 
surface for the taxpayers in the long run. The big question is: DO 
WE REALLY NEED IT? Walking is a good exercise and legs 
were in vogue before bicycles.

regarding "nonessential" services in town, I'd like to both agree 
and disagree on certain points. Contrary to his notion that 
proponents were out in force, Pre-Town Meeting seemed to lack 
any special interest groups, other than interested (and some- 
times irate) taxpayers trying to offer creative solutions to the 
Finance Committee. As director of one of the departments to 
come under attack, I can tell you I saw only one Trustee (the 
other Mr. Atkinson), the President of the Friends of the 
Mattapoisett Library, and myself. In that I arrived late (after 
closing the library), I may have missed a few supporters, but I 
can assure you that we were not there to sway anyone. 

As to whether the library is seen as an "essential 
service," that's always debatable. But, if you consider that public 
libraries among the few institutions that still remain "free to all," 
then they're a pretty good deal, all in all. 

I agree that articles should be placed democratically on 
the (Town Meeting) warrant. Some towns have tried using a 
lottery system where each article is drawn randomly, from the 
first night of Town Meeting until the last. In that way, anyone 
wanting to vote has to sit through all of the boring details. 

We, at the library understand having to deal with "bare 
bones" budgets: our expense account has been level-funded for 
years and our salaries are among the lowest (my own salary 
represents the lowest paid director on the SouthCoast). Unlike 
other departments, however, we are able (and expected) to 
supplement our budget annually with State Aid reimbursements 
(for serving non-residents, as well as townspeople), gift funds 
(donated by well-meaning citizens to memorialize departed 
friends), and grant monies (such as the $20,000 we received for 
Serving People with Disabilities and $1.6 million committed for 
our proposed renovation/ expansion). 

If you don't see the library as essential, then what do 
you support? Not everyone is happy staying home to watch 
television; not everyone has a home computer; not many people 
have the wherewithal to purchase the expensive reference tools 
we subscribe to, or those supplied to use by the State's Regional 
Library Systems. 

We think that what we do has merit and hope that a 
majority of far-sighted thinkers will agree with us — by voting 
to support our building project. The longer we wait, the more

taxes could soon rise substantially. Indeed, at the May 8 Pre- 
Town Meeting, a member of the committee concurred that our 
FY2003 tax rate increase would likely be more than 400 percent 
of the rate of inflation. 

While the committee, with the cooperation of town 
departments, appears to have done an excellent job in control- 
ling many FY2003 operating costs, past debt exclusions are 
becoming a serious burden. Now, escalating school costs will 
bring yet another Proposition 21/2 override before Mattapoisett 
voters at the upcoming town meeting. 

Unlike some of our neighboring communities, 
Mattapoisett has passed many Prop 2 1/2 overrides in the past, 
and the cost of those overrides will now be reflected in our 
escalating taxes. Given that we will be one of the most highly 
taxed towns in the area, tax increases will likely create a dispro- 
portionate burden on our senior citizens and young families. At 
some point, it could even negatively impact the re-sale value of 
our homes as potential buyers compare the overall cost of 
ownership. Some seniors, living on fixed incomes, may even be 
forced to sell their homes. 

Yet, an interesting statement was made at the May 8 
meeting indicating that the quality of education in our town 
may suffer and our property values may drop if we do not 
support the upcoming override. Although a substantial body of 
research suggests that there is only a limited correlation between 
educational achievement and per student expenditures, that 
statement prompted me to see if Mattapoisett has been "under- 
spending" on education. 

According to the Massachusetts Department of 
Education (DOE), Mattapoisett had a per pupil expenditure of 
$7,057 in FY01 compared with $6,406 for neighboring Rochester. 
Teacher salaries for FY00 were an average of $51,614 in

Mattapoisett and $47,389 in Rochester. The state's average 
teacher salary was $46,580 in FY00. Although the DOE did not 
post Marion's per pupil expenditures, their average teacher 
salary in FY00 was $48,689. 

While expenditures were higher in Mattapoisett, MCAS 
test results for the spring of 2001 were not generally better. 
According to the DOE, 21 percent of Mattapoisett fourth grade 
math students, for example, received a " warning/ failing 7 ' score 
compared to 13 percent in Rochester. For Mattapoisett' s sixth 
grade math students, 23 percent were in the "warning/ failing" 
category compared with 8 percent in Rochester. In Marion, 
the MCAS "warning/ failing" percentages for fourth and sixth 
grade math students were 11 percent and 4 percent, respectively. 
These are just samples and the full listing is available on the 
DOE's website (www.doe.mass.edu).

This pro- 
posed Bike Path goes over the main sewer trunk line to 
Fairhaven and is bound to need some repair in the future, 
possibly needing to be dug up. Who then will pay for recon- 
struction of the path?

To the Editor: 

At the Annual Town Meeting on June 3, 1997, 
Mattapoisett voters unanimously adopted Article #30, to design 
and construct a Bike Path in the Town of Mattapoisett. All of the 
discussions that evening centered on the abandoned Railroad 
Right of Way (RRRW). Since that vote, our Bike Path Committee 
has pursued that goal. 

We have obtained Federal and State funding for the 
design, engineering and construction. We have signed a contract 
for $105,000 with Vanasse, Hanger and Brustlan, Inc. (VHB) to 
design, engineer and obtain all necessary environmental permits 
for the entire four-and-a-half-mile Bike Path. That sum of 
$105,000 was obtained through SRPEDD (Southeastern Regional 
Planning and Economic Development District). We have also 
obtained a construction grant of $880,000 to be available in fiscal 
year 2004. The (federal) fiscal year commences October 1, 2003 
and ends September 30, 2004. 

Money distributed by SRPEDD is federal money given 
to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and administered by

the Massachusetts Highway Department. The Town of 
Mattapoisett, Massachusetts Highway, and VHS have signed a 
contract which contains a penalty clause that states construction 
must commence by the end of the fifth fiscal year. The contract 
was signed by Jack DeCosta, Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, on April 6, 1998.

HEARTWORMS REVISITED 

I don 't believe in giving my dog heartworm medicine. 
What's the big deal? 

Heartworms are common in the area between 
Wareham and Fairhaven. This means that dogs that 
are not on preventative medicine have a high risk of 
being infected by a mosquito that is carrying heart- 
worms. Dogs do not need to come in contact with 
other dogs to get heartworms. 

I don't want to get my dog tested for heartworms. 
If your dog has heartworms, he may die from them. 
He will also be a source of heartworms for other dogs 
in the area that are not on a preventative. So not only 
is your dog at risk, but you are putting other people's 
dogs, cats and ferrets at risk as well.

appropriated to secure the land along the RRRW. 

At the Special Town Meeting held on December 8, 1997, 
Article #7 appropriated $25,000 to acquire legal ownership for 
the abandoned rail bed between Route 6 and North Street. This 
article passed by a vote of 80-20. At the May 22, 2001 Annual 
Town Meeting, voters appropriated another $45,000 by a teller 
vote of 169-16. This appropriation was to take legal ownership 
on all former railroad land on which a sewer easement already 
exists, between Depot Street and the Fairhaven town line 
excluding the YMCA Camp property 

This $45,000 Town Meeting vote was subject to Capital 
Outlay Expenditure Exclusion, which passed at the June 26, 2001 
Special Town Election by a vote of 500 to 403. 

Ten Mattapoisett voters have signed a petition to 
rescind the $25,000 and $45,000 approved at past Town Meetings 
and Special Elections. If these appropriations were rescinded, it 
would kill any hope of starting construction within the pre- 
scribed time frame. Mattapoisett would be responsible for 
reimbursement of the $105,000 for design and engineering. 

I urge all Mattapoisett voters who support the Bike 
Path to attend the Town Meeting on May 20, 2002 and reaffirm 
your desire to complete the construction of the Bike Path within 
the required time frame. Please plan to attend the Town Meeting 
and vote "no" on Articles #9 and #10.

I have attended Bike Path meetings, listened the 
arguments, and read letters in the press. This week I was handed 
a copy of the letter from the Bike Path Committee Chairman to 
the Selectmen delineating the possible costs. This letter showed 
that at this time the committee cites no less than six (6) possible 
routes the path might take as explained to the Selectmen and 
taxpayers on May 7.

And no, we don't know 
when the engine will be available, but trust us, it'll be a fair 
deal." 

At a previous meeting with Selectmen, Chairman Paul 
Lambalot stated that all Selectmen were in agreement that no 
Bike Path land takings would begin until the complete route and 
all costs were fully solved. Is that why we hear that the Board of 
Selectmen is not in favor of beginning the project now? Propo- 
nents of the asphalt-line painted-parking-lotted bridged- 
tunneled-fenced-trash-collecting road, which might never be 
completed, would have us believe that we will be reimbursed 
the $2 to $4 million for construction costs with our other tax 
dollars — thear' s no such thing as "free" money, is there? — 
from the state and feds some day. Yet we keep hearing that 
there's no money for programs much more important than a 



Bike Path. Imagine if we got stuck paying the whole construc- 
tion bill? They want us to believe that by building in phases, that 
difficult expensive part along the waterfront will get done some 
day. And they keep telling us that we can afford a little more tax 
each year. Does the Bike Path Committee really believe it? After 
five years are they being misled, too? 

A natural walking path along this route is probably a 
good thing. "I wants" such as boats, bigger libraries, fire 
stations, garages, ladder trucks, wharf towers, storm jetties 
across the harbor, bike paths, etc. are popular in this town, but 
paying for them all, not so much. There are still lots of uncertain- 
ties concerning the Bike Path. But there's one thing that we can 
be absolutely sure of — it's all about money and property tax 
hikes. Last time we had the chance to vote for spending money 
on the Bike Path in Mattapoisett, only 904 voters were there.

Original Play in Marion 

As a girl, Vera Brittain felt both protected and 
confined by Victorian conventions. When World War I, 
"the war to end all wars/ 7 changed the face of Europe, it 
drastically affected her life as well. 

In her 1933 autobiography, Testament of Youth, 
Brittain recounted not only the loss of her brother and her 
fiance in The Great War, but also her own experiences as a 
VAD nurse in England, Malta, and France. In this memoir, 
she asked: "Didn't women have their war as well?" 

Although Brittain then suffered from post- 
traumatic stress disorder, she graduated from Oxford and 
dedicated the rest of her life to the pacifist movement. Her 
activism made the British government consider her 
"suspect" during World War II. It made Hitler resolve to 
execute her as soon as he had conquered England. 

Brittain was also an ardent feminist. Even in the

1920s she was arguing for " fearlessness and singleness of 
purpose" in the cause of feminism. In Testament of Youth 
she rejected the Victorian assumption that "the desire for 
power, which is as universal among women as among 
men, could only be fulfilled by the acquisition of a 
brilliant husband."

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Fatal Attrai

Unfaithful. Starring Richard Gere and Diane Lane. 
Directed by Adrian Lyne. Running time: 124 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Eighteen years ago, in Francis Coppola's ambitious dud The 
Cotton Club, Richard Gere and Diane Lane engaged in forbidden 
passion but forgot the passion. Lane was only eighteen at the 
time, barely a step or two removed from the surly teen she'd 
played in Ladies and Gentlemen, The Fabulous Stains. Now she and 
Gere are reunited in Unfaithful, and this time Lane is all woman. 
After many early years of closing herself off from the camera — 
maybe she was too self-conscious to give more of herself — Lane 
has become, in her late thirties, an open and vulnerable actress. 
She is more than enough reason to see Unfaithful, and this time the 
lack of sparks between her and Gere is part of the movie's core. 

Connie (Lane) and Edward (Gere) are comfortably married, 
with an eight-year-old son (Erik Per Sullivan) and a nice house in 
the New York suburbs. There's really nothing wrong with their 
marriage; there's just not much excitement left in it, though 
Connie isn't bored, exactly — perhaps just pining for the intensity 
and uncertainty of a new relationship. She gets it in spades when 
she runs into Paul (Olivier Martinez), a darkly handsome book 
dealer. Director Adrian Lyne and screenwriters Alvin Sargent 
and William Broyles Jr., reworking an old Claude Chabrol film, 
don't give us any obvious signs that Connie is doing anything 
terribly right or terribly wrong. Edward isn't a jerk, Paul isn't a 
sleazy sex hound, and Connie's life isn't awful enough to run 
away from. There is no logical reason for Connie to fall into bed 
with Paul (and then return obsessively for more), but since when 
has the libido obeyed logic? 

Up to a point, Unfaithful is a distaff bookend piece to Adrian 
Lyne's 1987 sensation Fatal Attraction, in which Michael Douglas 
also had no compelling reason to cheat on Anne Archer with 
Glenn Close other than the simple fact that Glenn Close rang his 
bells loudly. Unfaithful isn't the manipulative hot-button potboiler 
that Fatal Attraction was; Lyne is interested in the dynamics of 
sexual obsession and its emotional fallout, as he was in 1993's 
Indecent Proposal and his Lolita remake. There's a wonderful line 
in Laurell K. Hamilton's novel A Kiss of Shadows in which a man 
remarks to the female narrator that she's looking at him as if he 
were something to eat. Connie looks at Paul as if ne were a buffet 



table of glorious fattening dishes, after years of marital fruits and 
vegetables. 

Something happens about an hour in — like A Kiss Before 
Dying, this is a twist-in-the-middle film. Lyne and the actors go 
about it expertly, and then set about addressing the aftermath. 
The movie becomes a bit broody and poky, but Diane Lane keeps 
us plugged into the emotions of the piece even when she's not 
around as much. She has a personal-best moment on the train ride 
home from Connie's first sex with Paul; you can't tell whether 
Connie is laughing or crying — maybe both at once, maybe 
alternately. You can see why she goes back for more: Paul might 
screw up her life, but she's never been this excitingly screwed up 
before. Lane also brings out the best in Olivier Martinez, whose 
scenes with her have an ardent tenderness shading into hot 
roughness, and even Richard Gere, who bestirs himself enough to 
give a living, breathing performance as a good, solicitous man as 
bewildered by his own emotional swings as Connie is by hers. 

Lyne takes all of this seriously; he has always, I think, been 
a serious director, though sometimes a bit too smitten with his 
own stylistic perfume (he's another Brit in the Ridley Scott / Alan 
Parker mold). Unfaithful is a better film than the compromised 
Fatal Attraction (with its egregious bunny-boiling ana bathtub- 
death ending) and leagues better than Lyne's foolish 9 1/2 Weeks. 
Lyne doesn't hype the eroticism here, he just lets it bubble out of 
Diane Lane's performance. He gives the film (even in its more 
lurid moments) a steady, contemplative pulse that earns respect. 
And he ends it all on an appropriately ambiguous note, a 
suggestion of escape fantasy that, like the other fantasies in the 
film, will likely end badly. This is possibly the closest thing to a 
true adult drama you're going to see in a multiplex for the next 
few months; as such, it should be looked at as if it were something 
to eat.

Maybe it's just a question of semantics, but 
I'm starting to suffer from an identity crisis of 
late. You see, the publication you're now hold- 
ing has been frequently misidentified as some- 
thing it's clearly not. And I guess the reason it 
irks me is that these misstatements are being 
made by my peers in the press — in other local 
newspapers — or maybe they're newsletters, or 
weekly shoppers, I'm not sure. 

On more than one occasion in recent pub- 
lished news stories about Wanderer Publisher 
Paul Lopes relating to his recent court case 
against the Town of Mattapoisett, this publica- 
tion has been referred to as a " weekly shopper" 
and then, even more baffling, as a "newsletter." 

Mumble. Grumble. 

Am I being too nitpicky and sensitive? 
Maybe. But there is certainly a connotation asso- 
ciated with terms like "newsletter" or "shopper" 
which suggests a publication that is less viable 
or serious about timely news coverage. I guess 
that's what doesn't sit well with me ... you know, 
being the News Editor and all. I do devote a fair 
amount of time to covering local news in the tri- 
town area, and I strongly feel The Wanderer has 
grown into an important, respected and competi- 
tive weekly newspaper over the past decade. As 
such, we make it a point to attend every 
Selectmen's meeting in the three towns on a 
weekly basis and include as much local news as 
space and time allows. 

Heck, we're even card-carrying members of 
the New England Press Association (NEPA), 
which lists us as a weekly newspaper ... unless 
we've lapsed on our dues, that is! Hmm, let me 
see — nope, my card expires in December, 2002. Still 
active. Whew I 



Given our magazine-style, booklet format, I 
can almost understand the occasional perception 
that we are a "community news magazine" (a 
description which I prefer to "newspaper" and 
think is better-suited to The Wanderer). But where 
did the idea that we are a "shopper" or "news- 
letter" originate? 

To me, shoppers are mainly advertising publi- 
cations which serve to promote real estate or lo- 
cal retail vendors and devote little — if any — 
space to news or feature stories. And newsletters 
are generally simple four- or eight-page entities 
which can be knocked off with any desktop pub- 
lishing software these days, usually catering to a 
very specific audience like a school or a club. 

To think after ten years in operation, I was 
just starting to get used to not having to correct 
people who called us The Presto Press, the main- 
stay weekly community newspaper published in 
Mattapoisett until 1992 when we stepped in to 
fill the void. But, frankly, that never bothered me 
much, given we were being compared to a fine, 
well-respected publication and a well-known 
icon in the tri-town area. But now I'll have to start 
defining the publication itself it seems. 

"No, I'm sorry. We're not a newsletter. Not a 
weekly shopper. As far as I know, we're not an ani- 
mal, vegetable or mineral, either. We're a newspa- 
per, thank you very much." 

Or, as I prefer, a weekly community news maga- 
zine, proudly serving the greater tri-town area. 

There. Chalk one up for precision and accu- 
racy in the halls of journalism. 

Now, if you'll excuse me, I have to go inter- 
view some people about breaking news that's 
happening in one of the towns sometime soon ... 
stop the presses!

2000 Recreational Boating Safety Statistics show both 
good and bad news. The good news is recreational 
boating fatalities dropped for the fourth straight year. The 
bad news is that 10,984 boats were involved in 4,355 
boating accidents in which 7,740 people were injured and 
701 people died. 

Think about it: almost 10 percent of the people 
involved in recreational boating accidents were killed or 
died! Of the 701 fatalities, 561 weren't wearing a life jacket 
and 519 drowned. Over 60 percent of the boating fatalities 
were caused by capsizing, falling overboard, or the boat 
being flooded or swamped. Small open motor boats 
(4,318) and personal water craft or jet skis (3,268) ac- 
counted for most of the accidents. Cabin motor boat 
(1,628) were a distant third. Over half (5,437) of the 
accidents involved collision with another vessel. 

The decrease in recreational boating fatalities is 
due in large part to the public taking the boating educa- 
tion courses being offered by the United States Power 
Squadrons, the United States Coast Guard Auxiliary, and 
other organizations like the Massachusetts Environmental
